TRAINING NOT DIFFICULT 


What is usually considered to 
be a complicated accomplishment, 
reseryed for only a few talented 
persons, Miss Margaret Linsley 
described as a simple procedure, 
when she told of her experience in 
learning to fly this summer in the 
Cc. A. A. course given under the 
auspices of Chaffey junior college, 
She spoke at the meeting of the 
Upland Business and Professional 
Woman's club last night. 

“Requirements to enter the 
course are two years of college. 
However, students who are enter- 
ing their second year at Chaffey 
this fall were permitted to regis- 
ter,” she explained. “Only cost 
involved was the payment of a $6 
fee for a physical examination, 
and only persons having perfect 
sight, perfect hearing, and excel- 
lent general health are eligible. 
In addition, some students who 
passed the necessary physical ex- 
amination failed to possess the 
innate ability to fly, and in flying 
terms were ‘washed out’. There 
were 45 students registered for 
the summer class, including three 
girls. 

REQUIRE 35 HOURS 

“To secure a private pilot’s li- 
cense, 35 hours of flying are re- 
quired,” she continued. Miss Lins- 
ley has completed all but one-half 
hour of her required time. This 
she hopes to do before she returns 
to her teaching in Brawley. A 
commercial pilot must complete 
200 hours of flying. The same re- 
quirements are made for an in- 
structor. 

Because of the initiation of the 





national defense program, a short- 
age of flying instructors has de- 
veloped, the speaker said. Miss 
Linsley had four different in- 
structors this summer. Several

Aero, she said. 


More rigid rules govern the ac- 
tions of an air pilot than the ac- 
tions of an automobile driver, she 
said. _The “stick” sticks up be- 
tween the knees of the pilot. A 
pilot can ride for a long time with- 
out touching the stick, whereas 
an automobile driver must never 
let go of the steering wheel. Rud- 
der pedals (which do not operate 
as a brake and clutch, however) 
and a throttle (not an accelerator) 
are among the other controls on 
the plane. 

“There is no self-started on a 
plane,” she explained. “Conse- 
quently when a pilot kills his en- 
gine in the air, he must land be- 
fore his motor can operate again. 

FORCED LANDINGS 

“Our instructors were constant- 
ly cutting off the throttle to com- 
pel us to make forced landings,” 
she said. Many persons build up 
a false fear of air travel, because 
they believe that a plane falls like 
a rock, whereas it actually floats. 
‘It is easier to get up than get 
down,” she remarked. 

The successive stages of in- 
Struction were described. The last 
stage in the beginning course is 
devoted to “acrobatics”. 

In addition to the air work, each 
student must complete 72 hours 
of ground work. These classes 
were given at night this summer,

“It is a tremendous responsibil- 
ity, serving on a draft board. Your 
work disrupts the lives of so many 
persons.” 

This is the sentiment voiced by 
R. O. Price, who served for the 
duration of the World war as 


many persons lived only from day 
to day, laying aside no reserve and 
inyesting in nothing of lasting 
value.”

In the World war, men _be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 30 were 
included in the first draft, recalls 
Mr. Price. Later men were call- 
ed up to 45 years of age. 


THREE BOARDS 

In 1917, when the county popu- 
lation was smaller, there were 
only three draft boards. Men 
from the West End went to San 
Bernardino, where Mr. Price’s of- 
fice was located. In the present 
Graft, it is planned to locate a 
board in Ontario for draftees from 
Fontana west. 

“The draft revealed some rather 
surprising conditions,” recalls Mr. 
Price. “One was that one-third of 
the men who were called failed to 
qualify because of ill health. It 
was also surprising to learn how 





fact, before a new quota was to 
be called, many men would vol- 
unteer rather than be drafted. 


FULL TIME JOB 

“It was a full time job, serving 
on the draft board,” Says Mr. 
Price. He spent every day at the 
San Bernardino office. Although 
draft board members were entitled 
to pay, very few of the men drew 
salaries. Serving with Mr. Price 
were Charles Goss of Ontario and 
Major Sloat, a major in the mil- 
itia, of San Bernardino. Con- 
Scientious objectors were given 
non-combatant service. “Even 
then we came across Jehovah Wit- 
nesses,”’ he recalls. 

A total of 10,000 men register- 
ed under the board, of which Mr. 
Price was chairman, and 1,000 
men were inducted into service, 

“I believe the coming conscrip- 
tion will be a fine experience for 
the youth of our nation, and will 
not only discipline the men, but 
provide preparedness for the na- 
tion,” says Mr. Price.
